BO DECIDE TWO JUDGES AFTER TRIALS OF 
TEST CASES. 



Question is Now Up to Supreme Court of the State 
— Turfmen Are Jubilant — Rev. 

Thompson Talks. 



N'ashvillo. Teuii., January 5. — Tennessee turfmen 
are Jubilant toniKbt. Following the deeision (»f 
Judge Kiebardson at Shelbyville yesterday. Judge 
Hart in the Davidson County eriniiiial e<»urt this 
afternoon put another nail in the eoffln of the Rice- 
Ligon auti-Lietting law when he declared the act 
»»f the last legislature unconstitutional and quashed 
the indietuients which had l>een retunied under it 
against William H. Hayes and William Gerst, Jr. 

To test this law, which became effective December 
1 last, racing at Cumberland Park was advertised 
for last Saturday. Five horses were carded. Wil- 
liam H. Hayes took out a license as a l>ookmaker 
in keeping with a former act. He put up ids slate 
in the ring and in the presence of a crowd of about 
200 i)ersous accepted wagers. William Gerst, Jr., 
l»et him $2 against $20 on one of tlie horses. Tlie 
rai*e was started by Fred Gerhardy and judged by 
.\. Brown, the owner of a big stable of horses here. 

The Grand Jury on Tuesday returned a number of 
indictments, among them one each against Messrs. 
Hayes and Gerst. Their cases were called before 
Judge Hart in the criminal <*ourt on Wednesday 
and a motion made by Attorneys Anderson and Mc- 
Counico to quash the indictments. This was objected 
to by the state and Judge Hart fixed the time for 
arguments at four o’clock this afternoon. The argu- 
ments were made by .attorneys Anderson and Mc- 
Conniw for the defendants and Attornes>Gf|ieral 
Prli-e for the state. 

It took Judge Hart just one minute to render his 
opinion. This is what he said: **1 sustain the 

inotlon to quash the indictments against the defend- 
ants. The law (*ouflicts with the c'onstitntion of the 
state of Tennessee and is therefore void.” 

An apiieal was taken to the Supreme Court.

Jockey Cherry and His Valet Are Suspended — Affery 
is the Medium of a Coup. 



Memphis. Tenn.. January o . — .fudge .Tolin E. Ricli- 
ardsoii of the Circuit Court at Shelbyville. In s de- 
ciMion haudetl down late yesterday afternoon, bolds 
that the Rice-Ligon law, prohibiting lietting on 
horse ra<*es, passed at the last session of the Ten- 
nessee legislature, is uiuninstitutional. Judge Rich 
ardson bases bis decision on the fact that the sub 
jects coven'd in the l»ody of the bill are not in 
keeping with the caption of the act — that the laxly 
of the bill is broader than its caption. Tliis is 
expressly prohibited under the <*onstitution of Ten- 
nessee. The case will now go to the Supreme Court 
Hud it is the general impression in legal cindes that 
Judge Richardson's de<‘isioii will Ih> t'oiifinned. 

Meni|ihis Jo<*key Club luemlx'rs are highly elated 
t»ver this blow to the anti-betting bill, but will not 
make any annouiu-ements until the Supreme Court 
has passed »>n the constitutionality of the bill. 

“The matter of announcing stakes and niaking 
plans f»H- the <*oniing spring meeting will proliably i*e 
considered by the directors of the club at their 
next meeting,” said Secretary .Macfarlan t*Mlay. ”Of 
course. I d«» not know wliat they will do. Tlie 
matter will b<* for them to decide. It is taken for 
granted though, that notliing will lx» done until the 
Supreme Court has passrsl on the law whi< h Judge 
Richardstifi declares is mu-onstitutional.” 

”lf the Supreme Court upholds the lower if*urt in 
tlie deeision that tlie racetrack bill is unconstitn- 
tioniil. it will only mean that the issue will lie car- 
ried into the next session of the legislature and 
you will find men falling over themselves to intro- 
d«u*e anotiier bill tliat will increasr* the |>enalty for 
violation.” said the Rev. \V. K. Thompson, who was 
largely res|smsible for the passage of the act that is 
now liefore the courts. “We will srmd a brief to the 
Supreme Court, and the opinion ought to l•onle from 
the court at its present sitting at Nashville,” con- 
tinued the minister. ”if the Supreme Court does 
declare the law 001 * 01181 ! tut ional. however, it will 
not cut any figure with the i*ase, lx»causi* the punish- 
ment will f)e Increased In a bill that will stick. All 
of the candidates for governor will lx* askeil to say 
where they stand on this measure, and it will lx* an 
active part of the stale campaign. If the act is 
sustained by the <*ourt, it will l»e amended at the 
next session so as to make the punishment in line 
with that for other ganildiug offenses in Tennessee.” 



FUTURITY NOMINATIONS MAY TOTAL 900. 



New York, January o. — With tlie breeding sei-tions 
of tlie south and west still to lie heard from, alxmt 
6.V1 entries have been rei-eived for the Futurity of 
The entries cIosihI Tuesday, and all should be 
in within a day or two. It is likely that the total 
nlil reach 966 it more. Tliis will lx* far lx>hind 
high water mark. Imt tliere has been a gradual de- 
crease $11 late years owing to the prevalence of 
produce stakes. When the Futurity was first run 
It had a clear field, and the valne of the stake, 
which is based largely on the number of entries re- 
ceived, reached $77,000 in the third year of its run- 
ning. But of late years breeders have divided their 
entries between the wveral province stakes ainl the 
Futurity valne lias snffenxl in consequence, but it 
still remains the most valuable by long ixids.

Day’s Sport at City Park. 



New Orleans. I.»a., January o . — Deceitful I.ady. 
ridden by Chandler, was running w*ell up with the 
headers in the fourth race at Crescent Park this 
afternoon when she suddenly wavered, stumbled and 
fell. Peter Becker could not avoid the prostrate 
filly and stniubliiig over her unseated jockey More- 
land. Moreland escafied with a few bruises. Chand- 
ler lost consciousness for a time, but came around in 
good shape. Deceitful Lady had a shoulder dislo- 
cated, and will, in all probability, have to be de- 
stroyeil. 

The attendaiK-e was gtxxl. Tlie twenty one Ixxik- 
imikers were kei»t Ixisy. The public lost. Only two 
pronounced favorites were successful. The sliarp- 
sliCMiters, liowever, profited baiidsomely by the vic- 
tories of Affery and Chub, Ixith of which were 
imeked extensively. 

.After the second race, starter Dade ciimplalued 
to the jmlges that jix-key Cherry had acted liadly 
at the ixist and had us«*d bad language when ad- 
monished. The judges suspended the rider for tw'o 
w’eeks.

Later 
complaint was made by owner S. Ijouis, whose 
horse Cherry bad ridden In the race, that F. J. Giv- 
ens. acting as valet for the jwkey, had tried to in- 
terfere with the instructions given Cherry by the 
owner as to how lie should ride Henry O. Tlie spe- 
cific words said to have been used by Givens to 
Cherry w*ere. “Don’t pay any attention to the orders 
you got. They don’t know anything about running 
hoises.” The judges suspended Givens indefinitely, 
and took bis badge from him.

8|K)rt at City Park this afternoon. The races were 
keenly wntested from start to finish. The suii shone 
brightly and the attendaiiw was good. It was a 
lietting crowd and for an off day tlie ring’s business 
was iinusnally heavy. The bookmakers quit the da.v 
with the best of the argument. Horses fell in two 
races, but there were no serious results attending 
tbe mishaps. 

BtH*ause slie liad not l»een out recently, the liettors 
generally fought shy of Alma Dufour, Belle Stroiiie 
going to the iiost favorite, but they made a costly 
mistake. Alina Dufour is certainly a g<xxl mure. 
When the start came sbe was off in front, but site 
was flatfooted and liefore they bad gone a furlong 
she w*as a dozen lengths liehind tbe leaders. Round- 
ing tbe turn for home sbe <*losed up fast and coming 
w’itb a rush got up iu tbe last sixteeutb and won 
going away.

FEW CRIMINALS FREQUENT RACETRACKS. 



Seymour Buettler Tells of the Protection Which 
Racing Associations Give Their Patrons. 



Fewer criuiiuals are to be found umund a race- 
i'ta«%' any other ptero^-vriterr* mrge <*voWds 

congregate. Tlie poli(*e system is so coniplete that 
it is next to imiKissible for pickpockets and thieves 
to gain entram*e to the enclosure, and as a result 
there is a paucity of losses reixirted at tiio cud of 
tlie meeting as compared with the gutheriugs at 
caruivals and fl<»rai fetes held in different imrts of 
the country each year. Seymour Buettler, who 
has ciiarge of the Pinkerton men at Ascot 1‘ark. 
is authority for the statement that uieu wiiiiecttxl 
with racing arc as a rule more honest and relialde 
than those who hold res|x>usilde iKisltions in other 
walks of life. 

“There are not many <*ases on re<*ord where lxM»k- 
mnkers’ cashiers have alisconded and rarer arc the 
nises where regular ra«*etrack iiiea have been ar- 
rested oil cliarges of em)x‘zzlement or thievery.” 
remarked Mr. Buettler to a reporter for the Ix»s 
Angeles News one day Ibis w«x*k. “I say this after 
having bad twenty five y€*ars’ exix*rlciu*e with 
criminals.” 

.Mr. Biiettler's acquaintance in tlu** criminal world 
is so wide Unit he is sent to Wasbingtoii every 
four years to protect tbe public against tlie light 
fingered gentry that tlix*k to tbe iiatimial capital at 
inauguration time. 

Uriiuiiials infest all walks of life,” lie «*oiitiiiued. 
”I»ut strange as it may seem, there are fewer 
ciooks to lx* found at tbe ra<*(‘tracks tbuii in any 
other pla«*i‘. As assistant sn|M*rinteiideiit of tlie 
Pinkerton Detei*tlve Agewy, and in charge of race- 
tracks and tbe criminal de!*artineiit, iiiy exix*rieiu*e 
with crooks is wide and I want to go on record as 
saying that tliere are few arrests made in <*onnec 
lion with horse racing as couipareil with tbe eiii- 
Ix'zzleiiieiits and thievery reported from Ituiikiiig in- 
stitutions and insurance companies. Our ixdlce 
sjsteiii at racetracks is so «*ouiplete that it is al- 
most iu:ixissible for crot>ks to oix*rate d«*splle the 
large crow’ds which congregate at tlie course 
Every professional crcxik in the coiiutry is known 
to our iiieii. which makes it almost Imixissibk* for 
one of them to get inside the gate. If, l»y ehaiice, 
one gels by the turnstiles, there is always someone 
ixuiiieeted witii the track that comes to tlie front 
aud ‘tips it off.’ 

“After the Floral Uarnlval which takes place to 
day at Pasadena, there will lx* numerous reports of 
roblx*ry. and it will lx* the same during the Veiic 
tiaii fete at Veiii«*e, wbicli will be held the middle 
of this muiitli. At revival meetings there is more 
IMH'ket picking done in a day than is re'xirted at an 
entire season on a racetrack. Roblx*ries are com- 
mit teil every Sunday on the street ears whieb run 
lx*twe**n this city and Santa .Monica, but soldoui 
is a man ‘touched’ or a woman’s purse taken while 
traveling to aud from tbe racetrack. 

“The tourists wlio visit IjOh Angeles ea<*h year 
are |xxirly protected as the result of the inadequate 
ixdice system. It is not beniuse the ixiliee here 
are iuatteiitive to their duty, but lx?eause the sys 
teiii does uot proviili* lor men of exiK*riem*e and ac 
quaiiitam-e with the visiting criminals. A fund 
should lx* set aside each winter to give tbe iieces 
sury protection for tbe tourist. Tht* racetrack pays 
more money for protection against the criminal ele- 
ment than any other known institution. The pre- 
caution that the Jockey club takes in New York 
alone assures safety to tbe uninitiated. It is the 
same with the Los Angeles Jockey Club, and It 
should follow* that the tourists visiting here each 
winter should get the same protet*tioii. 

“At Ascot there are twenty-live men under my 
direction and as a result to date there has not liei*n 
one case of robbery or pocket-picking reixirtetl. 
Mark me when I say that there will be many losses 
reported tonight from Pasadena, where the Floral 
Carnival is being held.

3,874 HORSES FIGURE IN THE DISTRIBUTION 
OF $5,601,557 IN 1905. 



Sysonby Likely to Head the List of Great Winners 
This Year — 188 Horses in 
$5,000 List. 



Among the horses of 1905 the brightest sisr 
was James R. Keene's Incomparable Sysonby. Un- 
beaten. be retired to a winter’s rest preparatory to 
essaying handicap honors in 1!M)6. with the un- 
rivalled re<*ord of having won $144,830 as a three- 
year-old, liy far more than any horse of bis age 
has won over Aiiierii*au rai*etraeks in any other 
year. With $40,058 won a.s a two-year-old, he has 
amassed as the earnings of two years of racing 
$184,888. If gixxl fortune attends him in 1906 lie 
will pass Domino’s total winnings of $193,550 and 
take his place at the bead of the list of American 
winning horses. It is one of tbe singular features 
of racing luck that it fell to James R. Keene to 
own in Domino and Sysonby tbe two greatest ipouey 
winners of American turf history. 

In the course of the racing of 1905, 188 horses wou 
$5,000 or more and 3,686 wou sums of less than 
$5,(XK>, the aggregate winnings of the first class 
being $2,000,094, while to the second class fell the 
greater total of $.‘1,601,463, the grand total of

Canadian Turfman Has Bright Prospects for 190S— 
Horses in Good Condition. 

Of a re<ent visit to the establishment of N. 
Dyment. tlie wealthy Canadian turfman and lumler- 
man, at Barrie. Ontario, a correspondent of the 
Toronto Worhl gives the following entertaining ac 
count: 0 

“Bro<>kdale Farm is most lM»aulifully altuatetl. 
To the north of tlte barns is a fine cedar grove and 
a clear brook, south of the barns is the mile track. 
The wlmle farm h1o|m*s to the south and the soil 
being a light loam makes it a very ejirly track in 
tlie spring. At the present time it is more like a 
sontliern or California horse haven. The Isiys are 
working alMuit in their shirt sleeves and the sound 
of tlie brook reminds one of .April instead of I>ecem- 
lM*r. Trainer .lohnn.v Dyment is always pleaseil to 
see a visitor and spares no pains to make a re- 
|M>rter’s visit enjoyable. .After presenting your rar- 
resiMindent with a t'hristmas cigar, he proceede«l to 
show his stock, and you should see Johnny’s smile 
when he introduces you to Kinleydale, Tongorder and 
Fort Hunter. No wonder he smiles, for they are 
certainly three horses that an.v owner or trainer 
might well lie proud of. Tongorder and Fort Hunter 
are too well known to your readers to need any 
remarks. But for the lieneflt of a knockfr or two 
in Toronto let me say Tongorder is not yet drawing 
a iMib-tail car through Barrie, but on the contrary 
is looking as well now as he did last spring, and is 
as sound as a dollar. 

“Take a New Year's tip, yon kno<*kers: sell your 
hammers and make ‘one best 1m*C witli the money, 
that Tongorder. barring accidents, will next spring 
repeat his last season’s |M*rforniances at Toronto. 
He rame home from Washington last fall lighter by 
almost 100 iHinnds than he did the previous fall as 
a two-yea I -old, sliowing Hie horse was not feeding 
?ight. 

“Fort Hunter never was ns stout as now. His 
year’s rest has brought hfs legs back to form, and 
he is now going sound and well, ami his trainer 
ranfldeiitly ex|M*cfs that he will go to the iMist in the 
spring fit. 

“Kinleydale. the new «dt purchaseil in New York, 
is a bright liny, stands almost sixteen hands and 
weighs l.OI.'i iMiunds at present. He is not fleshy, 
but will no doubt fill out this winter. He is rather 
a long-bodiiMl colt, and in his pre.seiit siia|M*, is not 
the equal in ap|M*arance of Tongorder or Fort 
Hunter. But Mr. Dyment was not iiiflueiu'ed by 
lieant.v wlieii he purchased the <*olt. The colt’s 
breeding, soundness and past i>erformnnces were 
wint brought the pri<*e — $ll.r»<K). He is not so com- 
pactly built as Fort Hunter, nor so smoothly turned 
us Tongorder. but he has the size, muscle, a splendid 
set of legs apd the will power. In fact, he has 
rather t«K» much spirit. He is the highest kicker and 
greatest bin*k jumiier ever seen at Bnaikdale, and 
he gives the strongest armed boy at the stables a 
merry time during exercise hours. Judging by hla 
feelings, he is enjoying this Canadian climate, and 
from present appearumvs will be a hard nut to crack 
at WiKKibine. 

“Another Interesting horse at Mr. Dyment’s stable 
is Court Martial, the candidate for the King’s 
guineas next spring. This colt has developeil won- 
derfully since last spring, and is now one of the 
finest platers ever seen here. He Is a full brother 
to Flying Bess, and a half brother to Lady Berkeley, 
two of the fastest Canadian bre<l sprinters ever 
raced. Court Martial may lie only a sprinter. John- 
ny’s .smile wears off when he shows yon this c*olt, 
and iKiints to where his knee and both ankles have 
lM*en fired. When this colt was shipped home from 
WcMMlhliie last spring he was jierfectly sound, and 
when the trainer returned home last fall he found 
it necessarj’ to Are him ow’ing to the plnheadedness 
of the man left in charge during the summer. The 
colt had lieen overworked. However, the injury done 
is not enough to daunt a phicky Canadian trainer, 
and Johnny feels confident he will get him to tlie 
IMist next spring, but it will certainly shorten the 
colt’s years of usefulness. 

“Two new colts by The Commoner. Iwth llkely- 
ItKiking candidates for the two-year-old stakes, along 
with Will King. Big Mack, Miss Morgan and Bella 
Hamburg, make up the stable. Altogether Mr. Dy- 
ment has the most formidable stable he has ever 
race<l, and with so expert a trainer as J. Dyment 
has proved to be the prospe»*ts of the new year for 
the orange and green looks bright, and no doubt 
every horseman in Ontario will wish Mr. Dyment a 
sucrassful year. May he win his share of the stakes, 
and thus lie en(‘ourage<l to continue investing some 
of his surplus capital in horses that are a credit to 
any Canadian or any other owner.”
